No vehicles were observed in 
Hzredevi Park. some Jovict guerds were seen at Haladas 
athletic Field. Very little. o°--vity was observed at the 
military hospital or at the dispensary in the Faludi Ferenc 
High School. 
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Two one=story buildings, surrounded by a double fence, were 
in the depot on Vepi street, corner of Jagi street, east 

of the freicht yard. deveral fire extinguishers were noted. 

No 
information could be obtained on the stocks at the depot. 


The JjJoviet military post headquerters was located in the 
Comitate Unilding. The officers’ billets in Sabaria Hotel 
were vacant but suarded. 


The forner Boy Scouts’ Home, Junior Nigh school No 2 and 
the boarding school were also guarded by sentries wearing 
red~-bordered black epaulets. The industriel school which 
had been damaged by bombs, was being rebuilt. No troops
